Here is a matter of interest to exhibitors 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and other live 
stock in the Western Trunk Line Territory 
for the season just ahead. Director of Trans- 
portation O. W. Sandberg, of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, Chicago, Illinois, 
has furnished the following copy of order 
appearing under the  subject—Western 
Trunk Line Docket 635-K. which has to do 
with free transportation for attendance in 
charge of Exhibition Live Stock within its 
territory. Mr. Sandberg’s letter reads: 


Chicago, Ill., April 29, 1927. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal, 
Webster City, Iowa. 
Dear Mr. Hahne: 

The following subject appears in Western 
Trunk Line Committee Docket Bulletin 1782 
issued under date of April 6, 1927: 

“Free Transportation for Attendants in 
Charge of Exhibition Live Stock. From, To 
and Between points in Western Trunk Line 
territory east and west of the Missouri Riv- 
er. Present—As outlined in items 1450 and 
1665 of W. T. L. Circulars 1-S and 17-F, re- 


spectively. Proposed—To amend present 
rules referred to above, by adding the fol- 
lowing exceptions: 

“1—With each carload containing one to 
ten head of cattle—one caretaker; with each 
carload containing eleven or more head of 
cattle—two caretakers. 

“2—-With each carload shipment consist- 
ing of less than fifteen hogs or sheep—one 
caretaker; with each carload shipment con- 
sisting of sixteen head or more of hogs or 
sheep—two caretakers; when shipped as less 
than carload lot—no free transportation for 
caretakers. 

“3—With each carload shipment of horses, 
stallions, jacks or jennets—two caretakers.” 

Public hearing on this docket was held 
on Tuesday, April 26th, and it may be that 
some of your readers are interested in the 
proposed rule. 


Director Sandberg advises that he has 
already advised Secretary Tomhave in this 
matter so that Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
and exhibitors best interests will no doubt 
be looked after by Secretary Tomhave.

The Fat Stock Show season in Western Canada has just been 
soneluded with the show held at Edmonton, Alberta. It has been 
one of the most successful show seasons that has been held in years 
and each show has been accompanied by a successful sale of bulls 
as in past years. It was an all black year so far as supreme cham- 
pionships are concerned and even in the regular classes the larger 
share of the first awards went to Doddies or Doddie crosses. 

Manitoba Winter Fair—The leader among Western Canadian 
shows is the one held at Brandon, Manitoba, during the second. week 
in March. It is in our opinion one of three or four best Fat Stock 
Shows on the American Con- 
tinent and is improving every

for best five steers weighing over 1100 pounds was easily headed 
by five well finished bullocks shown by Elbridge Good of Souris, 
Manitoba, and Sidney Tibbats of Binscarth, Manitoba, had first and 
second in the class for best five steers under 1100 pounds. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed won eight of a possible ten firsts 
in classes where there was inter-breed competition, losing only the 
carload class and the class for two-year-old steers shown by boys 
and girls. 

When the championship was being awarded there were three 
Aberdeen-Angus bullocks in the ring, although the Hereford breed 
is entitled to an interest in 
the final winner.

The Manitoba Agricul- 
tural College had in M. A. C.

The exhibit was not large 
at Saskatoon and in conse- 
quence the competition was 
neither as keen or as interesting as at the Brandon show. The Sas- 
katoon Fair Board is proposing to erect new buildings for the ac- 
commodation of an excellent Winter Show and when their plans are 
completed we may expect to find one of Western Canada’s best 
shows held there. 

Regina Winter Fair—The Fat Stock Show held at Regina, 
Sask., serves the south central portion of the province as the Saska- 
toon show does the North Central portion. The bull sale is one of

Proper Feeding and Handling Aid Success—The club member 
should realize that the attention and care which he gives his calf 
will determine largely his success as a feeder. A good calf in poor 
hands probably will develop into a very mediocre animal. If the 
same calf were being fed by a boy who was willing and ready to 
give it the right kind of attention, it would be a first class baby beef 
and perhaps a prize winner. ‘The care given an animal, quite as 
often as the feeding, determines whether the club member is a suc- 
cess or a failure. 

Stalls and Equipment—In the first place you do not need a 
warm stall. Any place which is dry and protected from the rain, 
wind, and snow is satisfact- 
ory. If your calf is secur- 
ing the amount of feed he 
should to keep him doing 
his best, he will keep warm. 
His stall should be heavily 
bedded and cleaned out fre- 
quently, preferably every 
day. Bedding is cheap and 
cuts down the feed bill. 

A good many boys 
make the mistake of feed- 
ing their calves in boxes 
which are too high. If the 
top of the box is 12 to 14 
inches from the floor, it is 
high enough. Some of our 
best feeders put the feed 
boxes on the floor, and have 
stronger-backed calves as a 
result. The feed box should 
be four to six inches in 
depth. 

Several boys this past 
year got rid of ties in their 
calves’ backs by feeding on 
the floor. Discretion must 
be used, however, as heavy- 
shouldered calves will get 
worse if they are fed too 
close to the ground. _Ordin- 
arily calves should be allowed a lot in which to exercise during the 
day. They will be much more thrifty if this practice is followed 
during the winter. With the coming of spring and summer, a dry 
lot should be provided at night. A lot in which the herd was kept 
last winter, having a shed for shelter in case of storms, is almost 
an ideal arrangement. 

Break Your Calf to Lead While Yet Small—Some club mem- 
bers make the mistake of 
letting their calves go too 
long before they begin 
breaking them to lead. A 
good method is to halter the 
calf and tie him up for a 
day at a time. Get him 
broken to halter first. Turn 
him loose to go to water, 
and then tie up again. This 
method of procedure will 
tame him down quite rapid- 
ly, especially if he is get- 
ting all he wants to eat. 
When he has come to the 
point where he is easily 
managed, get your father 
or the hired man to help 
you, and instead of turning 
him loose, hold onto the 
rope, and either drive or 
lead him to water. Be 
mighty careful that he 
doesn’t break away from 
you, as, once he does that, 
you are in for a long, hard

Most a 
men put them on for a week, take them off three or four da 7 
then repeat. This method will not break the horn and pep ne 
the appearance. If the weight is fastened on with a sct-eenma ae 
screw should be on the back or under side of the horn. There a 
very few calves’ horns that do not require weighting, if they ste 
make a good appearance. If the animal were to go until he “on 
two or three years old before he was shown, he probably wouldst 
require weights as the horn begins to turn down before they reach 
that age. Calves’ horns 
very seldom are right. 

_ When you want to fix 
his horns for show, you or- 
dinarily can cut off about 
one-half inch with a hack 
saw. Then take a coarse 
file or rasp and remove the 
rough places and round off 
the end of the horn, Be 
careful, when rasping, to 
rasp away from the head, 
and not to leave deep cuts, 
Next, take a piece of brok- 
en glass, or a horn scraper, 
and scrape the horn, begin- 
ning at the base and work- 
ing toward the end of the 
horn. Push the hair back 
so you will not cut it off. 

After you have scraped 
the horn fairly smooth, take 
some steel wool or emery 
cloth and finish the job. For 
the finishing touch, a little 
sweet oil rubbed in with a 
rag and lots of elbow grease 
does about as well as any- 
thing. This will give the horn a waxy, healthy appearance. 

Care of the Feet—The feet are more of a problem than the 
horns. The toes should be cut and trimmed so that the beast will 
stand squarely. A “sled-runner” shaped foot not only looks bad, 
but it is hard on the animal. When the toes get 3 or 4 inches long, 
it is high time to begin working on them. To trim down the hind 
feet, quite a successful method of handling is to put the calf ina 
dehorning chute, single box stall, or alongside a board fence, as 
shown in the accompanying illustrations. Note that the calf is tied 
to the fence and that a heavy rope is placed around his body hori- 
zontally to hold him in place. This rope should be drawn tight and 
each end securely tied to the fence. An ordinary block and tackle 
wire stretcher, hooked into a rope tied just above the hock, proves 
an easy method of raising the hind feet. A gunny sack should be 
wound around the leg to keep the rope from galling. A good, 
strong pole, placed in front of the leg raised, will keep the ant 
from kicking. The front feet can be placed on a strong, heavy box 
or bale of hay, thus making it much easier to trim them. : 

Now, that we have taken care of raising his feet, the next thing 
to do is to trim them down properly. Take a pair of hoof pinchets 
and, putting the dull or blunt side on the outside. wall of the te, 
trim the toe down. Having trimmed it down sufficiently, take a 
strong, sharp knife or chisel and level the sole of the foot. 

If you can’t handle your calf any other way, you can throw him 
and get a pretty fair job done, but you will have to be very ¢ 
when you throw him, not to break his horns. (Continued on page |

Makes 14 Stops ix Maryland and Virginia

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad operated 
a Better Beef special train over its lines in 
Maryland and Virginia during a two weeks 

riod from April 4th to April 16th. The 
general purpose of the train was to create 
greater interest in beef production along the 
lines of this road, the railroad officials tak- 
ing the position that any improvement in 
live stock production both in quality and 
quantity means more business for the rail- 
road, greater returns to the producers and 
improved prosperity to the community. 

Numerous agencies cooperated with the 
B. & O. in operating this special train. The 
agricultural colleges in each of the two 
states through which the train was operated 
helped to arrange the schedule, planned the 
material for demonstration and arranged 
with the county agents to take care of the 
local publicity. A representative from the 
Animal Husbandry Extension Department 
accompanied the train to discuss the status 
of the beef industry in the state. A repre- 
sentative from the home economics depart- 
ment was present to assist in talking to the 
women attending the meetings on the im- 
portance of beef in the diet. The National 
Live Stock and Meat Board supplied a 


speaker on the subject of beef and also dis- . 


tributed approximately five thousand cop- 
ies of meat receipts and other literature 
pertaining to meats. The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture prepared a_ beef 
exhibit showing the different grades of beef 
and furnished the speakers who explained 
this exhibit and supervised it throughout the 
trip. The three national Beef Record Asso- 
ciations helped to secure the bulls of the re- 
spective breeds that were taken on the train 
and sold to farmers along the line during 
the two weeks trip. They also furnished a 
representative to discuss the beef cattle sit- 
uation and to look after the interest of the 
breed which each represented. 


A total of fourteen stops were made dur- 
ing the twelve days. Six of these were in 
Maryland and eight in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley of Virginia. A total of approximately 
4500 farmers and housewives visited the 
train at these various stops. In addition to 
the men and women who visited the train, 
not less than three thousand upper grade 
and high school children from vocational 
schools visited the train. Excellent interest 
was shown by the people all along the line 
where the demonstrations were held. 

_The equipment of the train consisted of 
eight cars to carry the exhibits and take 
care of the requirements of the workers. 
Two cars were equipped with stalls to carry 
the pure bred beef bulls and the commercial 
cattle that were necessary for the demon- 
strations. One car was used for showing 
the cattle, two cars for lectures, one to carry 
the meat exhibit, one Pullman as a sleeping 
car and a combination coach and dining car 
made up the full equipment of the train. 


0. K. Quivey and L. S. Hartley, agzicul- 
tural representatives of the Baltimore and 
Ohio were in charge of the train and had 
everything arranged in an excellent manner 
so that the entire schedule of the trip was 
completed without a hitch. 


The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls on 
the train were furnished by J. D. Forrest 


from his farm at Warrenton, Virginia. The 
exhibit consisted of one aged bull and four 
young bulls from ten to fifteen months old. 
‘These bulls represented the right type and 
were used for demonstration purposes. The 
bulls were offered to farmers along the line 
in the hopes that they would help to improve 
the beef cattle of the community. These 
bulls with the exception of the aged bull 
were sold and delivered to the farmers in 
the section through which the train was op- 
erated. 

The commercial cattle were furnished by 
Armour & Company and represented differ- 
ent grades as purchased on the market dur- 
ing the latter part of March. The best steer 
was a choice heavy bullock purchased at 
$11.50 per cwt. The good steer cost $11.00, 
the medium 10.00, a fair steer at $8.00 and a 
common at $7.50. These steers attracted a 
great deal of attention and served as useful 
material to answer the questions of meet- 
ing present day market demands and the im- 
portance of better breeding and feeding. 

The writer accompanied the train during 
the latter part of the trip through the Shen- 
andoah Valley of Virginia. He had an op- 


portunity to meet a number of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders and acquaint others with 
the merits of the breed. J. C. Coiner of 


-Fisherville, one of the substantial breeders 


of Virginia is county agent in Augusta 
County and was in charge of the local ar- 
rangements as Weyers Cave and Staunton. 
He had arranged with a number of the voca- 
tional schools for all students above the 
sixth grade to attend one of the meetings. 
The students all came in busses and were 
very much interested in the program be- 
cause of their interest in baby beef clubs. 
Chas. T. Neale who recently established a 
herd at Gordonville came a distance of about 
fifty miles to attend the meeting at Staun- 
ton. 

The direct benefits to be derived from the 
operation of a train of this kind cannot be 
estimated but it serves as a means of stim- 
ulating greater interest in pure bred cattle. 
The pure bred bulls that were sold are of 
the type that will result in further sales 
when the farmers have an opportunity to 
see the improvement in the quality of the 
calves that are produced from the better 
pure bred sires. 


Will Sell Entire Herd. 


In today’s Bargain Counter will be found 
a brief announcement of the intention of E. 
R. MeVay, of Donnellson, Iowa, to retire 
from the farm which is we understand be- 
ing placed on the market at a very conserv- 
ative figure. Mr. McVay quotes an exceed- 
ingly low price on these cattle and also ad- 
vises that he has an accredited herd so the 
cattle may be shipped anywhere.

The breeder who takes up the work 
of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle need 
never fear as to their future usefulness if 
he will use due care in the selection of his 
herd bulls and in turn retain the choicest 
specimens found among the young things 
for replacement of the breeding herd.

Will Award Scholarships. 


The Pullman Company will again award 
$5,000 in twenty scholarships of $250 each 
to the agricultural colleges of the United 
States and Canada in proportion to their 
winnings in the judging contests and live 
stock classes of the International Live Stock 
Exposition which will be held in Chicago, 
November 26 to December 3. These schol- 
arships are to be assigned to deserving stu- 
dents who otherwise would not be able to 
secure a scientific training in agriculure or 
animal husbandry. 

During the last three years the Pullman 
Company has distributed sixty scholarships 
at the International among seventeen state 
and provincial agricultural colleges. 

At the 1926 International three of the 
Pullman scholarships were won by the agri- 
cultural colleges of both Iowa and Kansas, 
two each by Oklahoma, Michigan, and Mis- 
souri and one each by California, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. The Kansas teams 
ranked first in judging swine and crops, 
Missouri in cattle and sheep, Nebraska in 
meats, Ohio in horses and Oklahoma in all 
species of live stock combined and these 
schools received one scholarship for each 
judging contest in which they were the vic- 
tor.

The decree covers every point in minute detail and in order 
that no misunderstanding may be gained from quoting any section 
or part of the decree the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is today giving 
its editorial space to a presentation of the decree in its entirety. 
Every member of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associ- 
ation and every breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle as well as the 
thousands of friends of the breed will be anxious to know the rul- 
ing in full so here it is: 

United States of America. 
State of Illinois, ss. 

At a Supreme Court, begun and held at Springfield, on Tues- 
day, the fifth day of April, in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Twenty-seven, within and for the State of IIli- 
nois.

Mr. Justice Dunn delivered the opinion of the court:

for Johnson he would have had 1218 votes. The president declared 
the three candidates receiving the highest votes elected. A me 
ber of the association, Hartley, moved that the report of the tellers 
be rejected and Fullerton, Mills and Tudor be declared elected The 
president declared the motion out of order. An appeal was taken 
from his decision, and that was also declared out of order. There- 
upon Fullerton was nominated from the floor as chairman of the 
meeting. The maker of the motion put it, declared it carried, q 
number of the members came upon the platform where the presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer were, ejected them from their posi- 
tions and Fullerton assumed authority as chairman of the meeting, 
He appointed ten sergeant-at-arms, the ballots, proxies and other 
papers were taken from the secretary, and some private papers 
were taken from the treasurer but were returned to him. When 
this occurred a number of the members present withdrew from the 
meeting. Fullerton, acting as chairman, entertained the appeal 
which had been taken from the decision of the chair, it was sustain- 
ed, and the motion to reject the report of the tellers and declare 
Fullerton elected was carried on a roll call by a unanimous affirm- 
ative vote of 1724. The meeting then proceeded to adopt an amend- 
ment to the by-laws providing for the election of the president by 
the members by ballot at the annual meeting instead of by the di- 
rectors, elected Fullerton president and adopted other amendments 
to the charter and by-laws. Charles Gray, who had been the secre- 
tary of the association since 1907, and Len H. Lamar, a member and 
treasurer of the association for several years, together with the 
corporation, a few days later filed a bill against Fullerton and seven 
other defendants who had supported him in his candidacy for direct- 
or, asking for an injunction to restrain the defendants from taking 
possession of the office rooms, records and assets of the association 
and from interfering with or molesting the complainants individ- 
ually or as officers of the association and for further relief. An- 
swers were filed setting up the proceedings at the annual meeting 

of December 5, claiming that Fullerton was legally elected director 
and president of the association. Replications were filed, and upon 
a hearing a decree was rendered holding that the proceedings of 
the meeting of December, 1923, were illegal; that the cumulative 
votes should have been counted; that Fullerton was not elected a 
director or president but that Johnson was elected director; that 
upon the ejection of the president and secretary of the association 
from their positions in the meeting the annual meeting terminated 
and the subsequent proceedings at that time were illegal and did 
not result in an amendment of the by-laws, but that the proceedings 
of the meeting of December, 1923, were ratified by the action of the 
annual meeting of December, 1924, which was held under the direc- 
tion of the court, and that at that meeting Fullerton was elected 
president; that Gray and Lamar were secretary and treasurer, re- 
spectively, their terms of office having expired but their successors 
not having been elected; that members of the association had a 
right to cumulate their votes at the elections for directors of such 
association and had such right at the meetings of 1923 and 1924; 
that at the 1924 meeting the association lawfully changed and 
amended the form of the corporation to provide for its control 
through a delegate or representative system. The complainants 
sued out a writ of error from the Appellate Court for the First Dis- 
trict, and the defendants in error having assigned cross-errors rals- 
ing a constitutional question, the cause was on their motion trans- 
ferred to this court. : 

The by-laws provided that for the purpose of an election and 
the transaction of other business a quorum should consist of the

The 
veht of the majority of the members to control the action of the 
ae cannot be questioned. A presiding officer cannot arbi- 
aie defeat the will of the majority by refusing to entertain or 
ut motions, by wrongfully declaring the result of a vote, or by re- 
fusing to permit the expression by the majority of its will. He is 
the representative of the body over which he presides- His will is 
not binding on it, but its will, legally expressed by a majority of its 
members, is binding. (Pevey v. Aylward, 205 Mass. 102; Attorney 
General v. Remick, 73 N. H. 25). The body has authority to remove 
its presiding officer and choose another in his place. (In re Speak- 
ership of House of Representatives, 15 Colo. 520) If the members 
were not authorized to cumulate their votes the election of directors 
was to be determined by the number of individuals casting votes 
for the respective candidates, and the election could not be vitiated 
by an arbitrary refusal to declare the true result according to the 
number of members voting for each director and the meeting could 
not be legally terminated except by its own act. (Chicago Maca- 
roni Co. v. Boggiano, 202 Ill. 312), At the first step in the considera- 
tion of the case the question is therefore presented whether the 
members of the association had the right to cumulate their votes 
in the election of directors and each cast three votes for one person. 
Section 3 of article 11 of the constitution provides: “The Gen- 
eral Assembly shall provide, by law, that in all elections for direct- 
ors or managers of incorporated companies, every stockholder shall 
have the right to vote, in person or by proxy, for the number of 
shares of stock owned by him, for as many persons as there are 
directors or managers to be elected, or to cumulate said shares, 
and give one candidate as many votes as the number of directors 
multiplied by the number of his shares of stock shall equal, or to 
distribute them on the same principle among as many candidates 
as he shall think fit; and such directors or managers shall not be 
elected in any other manner.” In form this language is universal 
and applies to all elections of every incorporated company, but its 
substance is of such a character as to indicate that it was not in- 
tended to apply to corporations not having stockholders or shares 
of stock. The right to vote is given to stockholders, and the num- 
ber of votes a stockholder may cast is fixed according to the number 
of his shares of stock. The rules of constitutional and statutory 
construction are the same, (People v. Hutchinson, 172 Ill. 486) and 
the object in each case is to arrive at the intention expressed by the 
language used in view of conditions existing at the time of its use. 
The constitutional provision authorizing the cumulation of votes in 
the election of directors or managers or trustees might have been 
made to apply to all corporations and left no room for construction, 
but the language chosen was such as was appropriate only to cor- 
porations having capital stock, stockholders and shares of stock. 
Corporations organized not for profit, under the laws of this State, 
have no capital stock, no shares of stock and no _ stockholders. 
(Press & Co. v. Fahy, 313 Ill. 262). Many corporations of this 
character having no shares of stock existed in Illinois prior to the 
adoption of the constitution of 1870, created either by acts of the 


members P 
members of t 


legislature or organized under general statutes providing for their 


formation. The natural construction is to apply the provisions to 
that class, only, which has capital stock, shares of stock and stock- 
holders. Accordingly, the first legislature elected after the adop- 
tion of the new constitution passed an act providing for the organ- 
ization of corporations for profit and corporations not for profit, 
providing that every stockholder of a corporation should have the 
right, in all elections for directors, to cast as many votes for one 
person as the number of directors multiplied by the number of his 
shares should equal, or divide that number of votes among as many 
candidates as he saw fit, but corporations, associations and socie- 
ties not for pecuniary profit should elect trustees, directors or man- 
agers not from the stockholders but from the members thereof at 
such times and places and for such period as might be provided for 
by the by-laws, who should have the control and management of 
the affairs and funds of the corporation, society or association. 
(Laws of 1871-72, secs. 3, 32 p. 296). This constitutes a contem- 
poraneous legislative construction which has stood unchanged and 
unquestioned for more than fifty years, and we regard it as in con- 
formity with the requirement of section 3 of article 11 of the con- 
stitution. 

The question of the manner of election of trustees or managers 
of corporations not for pecuniary profit was involved in the case 
of People v. Grant, 283 Ill. 391. In that case the American Medical 
Association, a corporation not for pecuniary profit organized under 
the law of Illinois, having a large number of members from many 
States and from the medical officers of the army and navy and the 


United States public health and marine hospital service, had adopt- 
ed a system of representative government under which the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the association was vested in a house of dele- 
gates, consisting of delegates elected by constituent State and ter- 
ritorial associations, scientific sections of American medical asso- 
ciations, the medical departments of the army and navy and the 
United States public health and marine hospital service. The house 
of delegates was authorized to elect three trustees each year, “at 
such place in such city and State as such house of delegates might 
assemble.” The action was an information in the nature of quo 
warranto to oust the defendants from the office of trustees to which 
they had been elected by the house of delegates, some at Minneap- 
olis, Minnesota, others at Atlantic City, New Jersey, and still others 
at San Francisco, California, and the basis of the action was that 
the association had no authority, under its charter or the laws of the 
State, to adopt a constitution or by-laws by which the members of 
the association might be deprived of the right to vote at the elec- 
tion of trustees or by which the election of trustees beyond the 
boundaries of the State was authorized. The opinion in that case 
recognizing the different character of corporations organized for 
pecuniary profit and corporations organized not for pecuniary prof- 
it, sustained the validity of the by-laws providing for the election 
of trustees by the house of delegates at such place as it should fix 
under section 32 of the act of 1872 concerning corporations, which 
has been cited. The constitutional question was not discussed and 
does not seem to have been raised in that case, but to hold that the 
constitution requires the application of the rule of cumulative vot- 
ing to the election of directors of the association here would be in- 
consistent with the rule announced in that case and would require 
it to be overruled. We agree, however, with the decision that the 
members of corporations organized not for pecuniary profit have 
no constitutional right of voting for directors, and the corollary 
follows that they have not the right of cumulative voting. 


Since the constitutional right of cumulative voting did not ap- 
ply to the association the president was mistaken in announcing 
from the report of the tellers that Johnson was elected a director. 
He was also mistaken in declaring the motion to reject the report 
of the tellers out of order and refusing to entertain an appeal from 
his ruling, and the majority of the members present in person and 
by proxy were justified in exercising the power of the major- 
ity, in the absence of any by-laws or rules of order contrary to such 
action, by deposing the chairman and proceeding with the business 
of the meeting. The fact that the president, secretary and treasur- 
er all, or any of them, left the meeting or remained, or that others 
did either, did not effect the power of the majority who remained 
and constituted a quorum to do business or the legality of their ac- 
tion. The subsequent proceedings constituted a part of the action 
of the annual meeting of the association. The by-laws of the asso- 
ciation provided for their amendment by a majority vote of the 
members represented in person or by proxy at an annual meeting 
or any adjournment thereof. After the substitution of Fullerton as 
chairman an amendment. to the by-laws providing a method of 
amending the charter was adopted,—also an amendment of the 
charter increasing the number of directors from nine to fifteen,— 
six directors were elected, two for one year, two for two years and 
two for three years. 


The court made an order that all the affairs of the association 
remain as they were until the further order of the court, and that 
the ordinary business of the association be continued in the usual 
way, under the control of the secretary, Charles Gray. The annual 
meeting of 1924 was held, beginning on December 3, under the su- 
pervision of the court, in accordance with an order for that purpose, 
and a full report of it was presented to the court. At this meeting 
resolutions were adopted ratifying the amendments adopted at the 
1923 meeting and which were set out in the resolution and re-af- 
firmed in the same words, directors were elected, the amendment 
to the charter increasing the number of directors was also ratified 
and re-affirmed, and an amendment of the charter was adopted 
providing for the election of fifteen directors by a convention of 
delegates, and the by-laws were amended to provide for a represen- 
tative system of government, under which a convention of delegates 
selected in districts constituted of the various States and Territor- 
ies should be held in Chicago each year. The amendment provided 
that nominations for delegates might be made by any member in 
the manner specified in the by-laws. The secretary was required 
to prepare a ballot for each district, mail it to each member in the 
district, the members might vote for any person whether on the bal- 
lot or not, the ballots were to be returned to the secretary in sealed 
envelopes and to be opened and canvassed by the committee on 
credentials, which should report to the convention. Formal notices 
were to be sent to those elected. The convention was given power 
to elect directors and officers and to transact all other business of 
the association not specifically provided for in the by-laws. A 
meeting of all members was provided for each five years, at which 
the president should present a report. The recommendations of 
his report, together with the proceedings and recommendations of 
such meeting, were required to go to the (Continued on page 8

It is contended that the attempted ameni- 
ment of the charter in 1923 was ineffect- 
ual until the certificate thereof, verified by 
the oath of the president, was filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State and recorded 
in the office of the recorder of deeds in 
Cook county, and that no such certificate 
was filed unt:] after the adjournment of that 
meeting; that therefore the amendment pro- 
viding tor six additional directors was void 
because not authorized by the charter; and 
the other amendments of the by-laws, it is 
contended, are void because adopted after 
the final termination of the meeting by the 
deposition of the president. Whether the 
election of the additional directors in 1923 
was void or not it is unnecessary to deter- 
mine. At the meeting in 1924 the charter 
was amended in accordance with the by-laws 
providing therefor adopted at the meeting 
of 1923, and the certificate of such amend- 
ment was duly filed. The additional direct- 
ors were then elected under that amendment. 
The court, however, erroneously decreed 
that because of the authority to vote cum- 
ulatively J. D. Blackwell was elected direct- 
or in 1924 instead of Philip R. Park, as well 
as A. C. Johnson in 1923 instead of §. C. 
Fullerton. The decision of the case depends 
upon the application of the constitutional 
provision for cumulative voting for direct- 
ors, which the superior court erroneously 
held applied at the annual meetings of the 
members of the association. 

The assignments of cross-errors by the 
defendants in error will be sustained. It re- 
sults that the decree will be affirmed in all 
respects except as to the holding that the 
cumulative voting for directors was author- 
ized at the annual meetings of the members

Intestinal Worms 


and Their Relation #0 PROFITS from Pou.try

give one penny in re- 
turn because the poul- 
try consuming this feed 
is suffering from an in- 
vasion of parasites, 
such as round worms 
and tape worms which 
naturally take up the 
food value in the feed 
and make normal func- 
tioning of the intestin- 
al tract impossible. 
There appears to be 
no definite period of in- 
vasion of intestinai 
parasites attacking 
poultry. The writer di- 
agnosed some _ chicks 
ten days old and found 
them infested with 
worms from one inch to 
one and one-half inches 
long. Many times the 
physical condition of 
growing chicks and ma- 
ture stock will reveal 
the presence of these 
parasites. The birds 
appear emaciated; the 
head is pale and the | 
eyes have a listless ap- 
pearance. There are 
cases on record where 
poultry affected with 
parasites in large quan- 
tities show a parasitic 
condition. Most chicks 
are infested with one or

they may be weak, un- 
thrifty, emaciated and 
unproductive. Often 
times they show eyi- 
dence of digestive dis. 
turbances in the form 
of constipation or di- 
arrhoea. 

The nature of the 
condition may often be 
determined by examin- 
ing the birds that die or 
by killing one that is 
very thin and weak. 
The intestines should 
be opened and _ their 
contents mixed with 
water in a dark colored 
pan. The white or yel- 
lowish worms. which 
may be more or less 
cylindrical or thread- 
like, or flattened and 
segmented, can then be 
detected easily. 

Round Worms. 

There are two species 
of round worms that 
deserve special men- 
tion. One of these spec- 
ies is the large round 
worm (Ascaridia Per- 
spiccillum), a white or 
yellowish worm which 
occurs in the small in- 
testine and attains a 
length of from one to 
four and one-half inch- 
es when fully grown.

eggs gaining access to a fowl through contaminated 
feed or water. Ordinarily, eggs do not hateh until they 
are taken into the alimentary canal of the fowl. The 
worms require three or four weeks to develop into par- 
asites known as Taeniasis. The worm festation is most 
severe in young chicks. 
Tape Worms. 

Tape worms, also designated castodes, are important 
parasites of the intestines of poultry. When they are 
present in large numbers they cause a disease known as 
Taeniasis. The worm itself is made up of a head called 
the scolex and a number of segments. The head con- 
tains a number of hooks that attach themselves to the 
intestinal mucosa of the host. Each segment is prac- 
tically a worm in itself, that is, it can reproduce. They 
absorb nourishment from the intestinal contents of the 
host. As the terminal segments mature they are sep- 
arated from the worm and are discharged in the drop- 
pings. These

The _ effect 
of tape worms 
upon young 
birds is more 
serious than 
on old birds as 
a general rule. 
The droppings may give the appearance of diarrhoea 
condition—brownish yellow in appearance due to hem- 
orrhages caused by the worms. 

Treatment. 

There are a number of treatments used for the con- 
trol of intestinal parasites. In some of these treatments 
the material is mixed with the drinking water or mash. 
The most effective treatment appears to be individual 
dosages for each bird. In this manner each bird is sure 
to obtain the treatment. In the case of collective treat- 
ment some of the birds that would benefit the most 
from the remedy would obtain the least. 

Care should be exercised in the treatment for worms 
from the standpoint of strength of material used. In 
one of the experiments conducted the liquid material 
was entirely too strong and caused the death of some 
of the birds. 

The use of nicotine sulphate, turpentine, lve, etc., has 
been practiced in the past but in many cases these ma- 
terials are not giving the most satisfactory results. 
There are products put up commercially that contain 
ingredients approved by the government authorities on 
poultry that have proved very satisfactory. 

It 1s a good plan to worm the poultry flock about ev- 
ery six months until the stock appears to be free from 
this condition. Young stock should be wormed when 
they are from ten to twelve weeks (Continued on page 12

old, or sooner if the conditions warrant it. 

A good time to worm the poultry flocks 
is during the summer months when the flock 
is culled. The plan of treating the birds for 
lice, culling, and worming at the same time 
saves handling the birds excessively and oc- 
curs in time for eliminating both the intern- 
al and external parasites. 

After the birds have been wormed thor- 
oughly use a well balanced poultry mash 
containing the ingredients necessary to 
make the maximum growth and develop- 
ment. In the next issue we will discuss var- 
ious phases of poultry feeding.

Urges Increased Showing

ew months the 1927 fair season 
will begin which will again afford Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders an opportunity to 
pring their cattle before the public. Last 

ear the shows were better patronized with 
splendid show herds than any time in recent 
ears, but there is still plenty of room for 
vnprovement both as to the quality of the 
cattle exhibited and the number of show 
herds that are taken on the circuit. It is 
not convenient for all the breeders to make 
an extensive circuit, but there are many of 
the county, district or local fairs at which 
creditable exhibits can be put on without 
much additional expense in the form of la- 
bor or special fitting. Showing at the local 
fairs is one of the best means of advertising 
ihe herd to the home folks. We have in- 
numerable letters from new breeders who 
state that they first became interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle by seeing an exhibit 
at the county fair. Many breeders have 
been making a practice of showing in a lim- 
ited way at the fairs near home and have 
built up a trade that has been the means 
of disposing of practically all the surplus 
breeding cattle. It would be a great thing 
for the breed if every active breeder of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle could be induced to 
show at one or more fairs this year. It 
would put the breed before more farmers 
than is possible in any other way. Another 
point that must not be overlooked is the fact 
that practically every county now has a 
baby beef club and the exhibitors at these 
clubs will be in the market for more calves 
for club work and frequently purchase a 
foundation for a breeding herd. 

With the exception of the North Dakota 
fairs and those of Canada the important 
state and district_fairs will begin early in 
August. The special premium offerings of 
the Association at these fairs will be the 
same as last year. The amount of the prem- 
iums offered by the fairs is also about the 
same as last year, although we have a few 
reports stating that the premiums for Ab- 
erdeen Angus have been increased over last 
year. One of the best arguments that we 
can present to any fair board of managers 
when asking for an increased appropriation 
is to call attention to the large exhibit of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the last fair. 
Breeders can help very materially in secur- 
ing additional money at most of these fairs 
if they will take out a show herd. We will 
be only too glad to assist in arranging a 
fair circuit for any of our members. It is 
very essential that we have a good exhibit 
at all the fairs and that too many do not try 
to make the same circuit. 

There is considerably more interest in 
beef cattle at present than has been the case 
for some time. We are getting more in- 
quiries from farmers who have not been 
keeping pure bred cattle. When such in- 
quiries are received we send all the infor- 
mation about Aberdeen-Angus that we have 
and write a personal letter. If there are 
farmers in any community who might be 
interested in Aberdeen-Angus we hope that 
all the breeders will make it a point to sub- 
mit these names and will be glad to send all 
available literature and also write a person-. 
al letter.

Bg is pon Mn with her beauty of 
outdoor cleanness, and budding trees, as well 
as the gift of more special days than any 
other month, which bring inspiration, and 
joy to thoughtful people every where. Farm 
work is being rushed. There are no eight 
hour days of toil for the farmer during May. 
He usually has completed eight hours of 
hard toil before he eats his noon day meal. 
One planting is not yet finished before it is 
time to start another. Last years crops 
may have been a failure but that leaf is 
turned. The courageous farmer, there is no 
other word which suits so nicely if he is 
not one of the million who moved from the 
farm last year, plants his seed with the 
same hope he has in the past, and watches 
eagerly the growth and development of his 
crop. 

There is no tonic in the world so benefic- 
ial as garden tonic, and this is a gift of the 
month of May. The planning and planting 
of the garden is a boon to tired minds, as 
well as ill bodies. The growth of the plant 
from the tiny seed is a marvel of nature, 
and the joy of cultivating and noting devel- 
opment of a garden of these plants is a de- 
light to all. The trees are white with blos- 
soms and the air is so fragrant with them. 

May is lavish in the blessing of work. 
New tasks must be done. Work that can not 
wait. Besides garden and house cleaning 
occasionally an orphan calf or lamb must be 
cared for. Sometimes these tasks are more 
agreeable than we think as they make us 
spend more time out of doors these beauti- 
ful days. 

Then May has given us five special days 
to observe and enjoy. May day and who 
would not like to be a child again to carry 
baskets to friends. As a child I remember 
the happiness I experienced in carrying a 
basket made from some pretty piece of wall- 
paper, containing a few spring flowers, and 
walking a mile to hang it on the door of a 
friend. Times have progressed even for 
May baskets. Children now require baskets 
exquisitely fashioned requiring both time 
and skill, filled with candies and when de- 
livered the child is motored to the door of 
the friend. Modern mothers spend at least 
a day making from thirty to forty baskets 
and at the close of the day after the excite- 
ment of delivering the baskets has subsided 
are more fatigued than had they washed or 
cooked for threshers.

waiian Islands, Japan and many other prov- 
inces. 

Bird Day is usually observed early in May 
and in many schools programs are devoted 
to the study of bird life. 

Mother’s Day, the second Sunday in May 
is set aside for thinking, honoring and pay- 
ing tribute to mothers every where. This is 
not, as is commonly supposed a recent idea, 
although the custom is new in this country 
the idea may be traced back to ancient 
times. It originated in Asia. Then the idea 
was taken to Greece and Rome. It was in 
a Philadelphia Sunday School that a special 
Mother’s Day was planned as a reminder of 
loving, unselfish mothers living, or dead. 
The idea of the white carnation came from 
President McKinley who always wore the 
flower in memory of his mother, and in May 
1914, President Wilson issued a proclama- 
tion directing the second Sunday in May be 
dedicated as a public expression of our love, 
and reverence for the mothers of our coun- 
try. 

Memorial Day in which America honors 
her soldier dead was first called Decoration 
Day. The plan was made following the Civil 
War and General John A. Logan, command- 
er of the Grand Army of the Republic, is- 
sued an order naming May 30, 1868, as the 
first Memorial Day. The custom of placing 
flowers upon the graves of our loved ones 
is an old one, and has been observed by all 
the civilized countries of the world. 


Seasonable Dishes for May. 


May is extravagant in her gift of foods. 
With May come green foods that appeal to 
the sluggish appetite. Our first green food, 
locally grown, is water cress. It is a delight 
always after the first warm spring days to 
go to our woodland pasture which has run- 
ning springs and at the bottom of a deep 
embankment gather water cress_ which 
grows in the wide rivulet of water. It makes 
a delightful salad when served with French 
or oil dressing. 

The inner leaves of the dandelion, which 
grows universally, makes a very pungent, 
satisfying salad. The leaves should be gath- 
ered before the plant blossoms although the 
flower bud may be used. The dandelion also 
makes very good greens when cooked and 
served in the same way as wilted lettuce. 

Such herbs as wild mustard, mullein, sor- 
rel, dock, and plantain make delicious greens 
when cooked together as the flavor blends 
nicely. There are several methods of cook- 
ing greens. A favorite method is plunging 
the greens in boiling water with salt and a 
little soda and cooking with ham or bacon. 

Asparagus and rhubarb are products of 
the May garden and may be served in a 
number of tempting ways. Mushrooms grow 
in some sections of the country. A mush- 
room resembling a sponge is quite common 
in our section and are delicious served with 
meat or toast. Care should be taken to as- 
certain whether or not they are really a 
food. 

Spring Salad. 

Combine small red radishes, sliced and un- 
peeled, with sliced green onions, parsley cut 
fine, and green peppers, sliced in rings. 
Place on lettuce, season, and serve with 
French or oil dressing. 


Rhubarb Gelatin. 


4 cupsful dice rhubarb 2 tablespoons gelatin 
2 eupsful sugar Juice of 1 lemon 
2 cupsful water Rind 4% orange 

Bake rhubarb with sugar and orange rind 
till tender but not broken. Skim out rhu- 
barb, keeping pieces whole to serve as garn- 
ish. There should be about one quart liquid. 
Soak gelatin in cold water to cover. Add 
it with the lemon-juice to the boiling rhu-

In making rhubarb pies try using minute 
tapioca on the bottom, and under the top 
crust instead of flour. The result is very 
satisfactory.

In the carload section Aberdeen-Angus en- 
tries won, second, third and fourth, while in 
the class for five steers under 1100 lbs, a 
cross bred lot out of Aberdeen-Angus cows 
and by a Shorthorn bull took the honors for 
the University of Saskatchewan. 

Calgary Winter Fair—At Calgary many 
breeders are frequently heard to say that the 
largest bull sale of the world is held in their 
town. The boosters may be right or they 
may not, but we do not have any interest in 
deciding the point anyway. The fact re- 
mains that nearly 700 bulls were sold there 
this year at fair prices. 

So far as the Fat Stock Show was con- 
cerned we may say that here as at all other 
western shows the feeders who were com- 
peting in the carload section were feeding 
Herefords and the honors went to the white 
faces. The first for best group of steers 
weighing over 1100 lbs. went to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway on an exceptionally 
good lot of Doddies. The breed also secur- 
ed first in the class for grade or cross-bred 
steers calved in 1925, on Pride’s Lad 2nd 
shown by the University of Alberta. This 
steer is by Pride 2nd of Page and is there- 
fore also a great grandson of Evreux of 
Harviestoun. First in the class for grade 
or cross-bred steers calved in 1926 went to 
Lacombe Experimental Farm on Lacombe 
King 2nd a real good Doddie. 

The Alberta University steer Pride’s Lad 
2nd won the grand championship with ease. 
Probably he will be remembered as the win- 
ner in his class at Chicago last fall and the 
breed champion at the Royal Winter Fair 
at Toronto last November. 

Edmonton Spring Show—The Alberta 
University steer repeated his Calgary per 
formance at Edmonton by winning the 
grand championship at this show and com 
pleting the season with the Doddie canti- 
dates still at the head of the line. 

The bull sale at Edmonton this year was 
not so satisfactory as usual, but all bulls 
were sold at fair prices. One of the show 


steers which the Lacombe Experimenta 
Farm had out was sold and brought to the 
Winnipeg market where it was sold to Har- 
ris Abattoir for 15 cents per lb. on the open 
market. He weighed 1200 lbs. and in view 
of that fact the price realized was consider- 
ed exceptional. 
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
